Women's Organizations stemmed from a suggestion of 
the Board of Directors of the Chapel Hill Branchwams 
the American Association of University Women in 
January 1972. | 


At that time a meeting was held with Mrs. 
Helena Kyle, acting as president protempore, and 
Mrs. Walter Navin acting as executive secretary. 
Representatives of the Junior Service League, 
American Legion Auxillary, Altrusa Club, American 
Red Cross, League of Women Voters, University 
Newcomers, Chapel Hill Woman's Club, Chapel Hill 
Garden Club, Chapel Hill Newcomers and Tar Heel 
Chapter of Federally Employed Women acted as a 
nucleus body. 


Among the services which the Council planned tc 
initiate were (1) A Directory of Women's Organi- 
zations, (2) Calender of Events, (3) Register of Jok 
Openings, (4) List of women for Volunteer or Pro- 
fessional positions, (5). File of Program Talenues 


Guidelines were developed and a partial Direc- 
tory of Women's Organizations begun. The informatic 
compiled was given to Mr. Albert Coates for his 
study of community affairs as influenced by desig- 
nated groups. 


Beginning with this study as a nucleus, the
